point, and to help you with more, For if this point be nor 
copious with motives, no point caj be copious, All per- 
{waſion is by moving the afteCtions, what ever the theme be ; now when 
the affeftions themſelves be the cheme, the martex of neceſſicy muſt be 
= copious aud abundant : other motives remaine to ſer your affections 
above, | 
The firſt is taken from the ever/aſtingneſſe of the affettions Our affeftions 
are everlaſting 1n our ſoule, eſpecially ſome of them, and thoſe that are 
not, when the ſoule is in hell, the very want of them area little hell to the 
ſoule, for there ſhal be no joy, no delight, no hopz, no comfort, no love; 
and as the ſtomacke when it w2nterl1 its meat, it deyourcth it ſeltc : ſorheatc 
affetions, when the matter is wanting, they hall cat up, and devoure up 
theſoule. There's no matter 1n hell ro joyat, no matter in hell to delighc 
in, no comfortable matter to hope for, no amiable thing for to love, and 
this ſhall vexe the ſoule with weeping and gnaſhing of teeth : acverthelcſſe, 
many of the afteCtivns, whether a man goto heaven or to hell, are everlaſt= 
ing =_ : joy, and delight, and love, and all the liking affeQtions thall be 
everlaſting in heaven: tear,and horrour,and hatred and grictc,and acſpair, 
and ſhame, thall be everlaſting in hell, there ſhall be weeping and gnaſhing 
of tecth, ſayes the text, he does not ſay there thall be love or joy,8:c. Now 
are the affeCtions cveriaſting in the ſoule? know this, nothing bur God can 
hold the ſoule cack, as we lay, everlaſtingly, Ir's true, we may affet mear 
for a while, and raiment for a whilez and maintenanceftor a whilezand hon- 
ſes and wives, and husbands, and recreations for a while, tiil we dic; bur 
when death comes, death takes off theſe objetts for eyer. If thine affeftions

make thee repent that ever thou haſt.bezn fo vain, ſo carnal, ſo voluptuous, 
{o proud,God will make thy heart ake for it, 1 abhor my ſelfe, (ayes Job, and 
repent in duſt and aſhes, Job 42,6, O I could even ſpit inmine own face, I 
could eycn be content to gnalh my teeth at mine own ſoule, that ever I fin- 
ned thus and thus, now I repent it 1induſt and aſhez, O that [ had never done 
ſo; were it rodo again, I would never do it for a thouſand worlds: thus if 
thou goto heaven thou wilt be fain rorepent ir, And itthou goto hell, thine 
own horror and thine intollerable rorments and plagues will force thee ro 
repent it roo, that ever thou haſt ſetthine affeftionson earthy then thouwilc 
curſe thine ownſelt,and ban thine own thoughts, & fret and ſtampe at thine 
own madneſſe, that thou ſhouldſt ſer thine affetions upon the thangs of the

\ xepentance coſteth thee dear. Whea ic hath coſt thee thy ſoul and brought 
thee to hell, and utterly undone thee for ever, then rhou learneſt how to re» 
pent,* When Dives was in hell, then he repented that eycrhe was ſo hard- 
trarted to Lazarus, Send Lazar, &c, O he would now-aske him forgive- 
neſſe : ſend ſuch a poor wretch now;,I will make him reſtitution, Lord ſend 
row thy Commandemenrs and now we will obey them; Lord nos fend

{ tell you, itis the revengefuleft paſſion that ever aroſe in the breaſt, Jealowſie i 
the rage of a man, theyefore he wil not ſpare in the day of vengeance : he will regard 
no ranſome neither will he reſt content, though thou giveſt may gifts, Prov. 6. 34, 
35. We have a good Proverb, From jealouſic the good Lord dchver us, 
Chace wor dy 5103 nrog, [ayes Oppia, T he heart of jealouſy 1s wilde and all ſavage, 
A man is not only angry,but _— in a rage, that is jealous. So God ex- 
prefles himſelf by a tury and a rage,laying yy fwry ſhall break ont againſt them, 
and 1 will not pity them When thine afteftions go a whoring trom God,he will 
be revenged on thee deeply; he will take no ranſome; no ranfome by Chriſt, 
no ranſome in the world : couldeſt rhou give him a whole world for the {1a 
of hy ſoul,he will not accept it, W hat {ayes the husband when he is jealous, 
what haſt thou defiled my bed,and played the whore > and fo forth. I will

Rijons wrong upon other things beſides God, God will never put cup at our 
hands, He will then be extreme to mark whatſoever is amillc; not one 1dlc 
word, but he will be preciſe to obſerve it ; not one vain thought, bur be will 
be curious ronore it ; not one fooliſh faſhion; buc he will ſer ic down in his 
note-book; he will then be extreame with thee, Ye have read and heard the 
Ten Commandementsoften and often. Y ec know what is faid inthe lecond 
Commandment, Thou ſhalr not do thus and thus, For 7the Lordthy God am 
a jealous God, and viſit the ſins of the fathers upon the children, It thou ſer up 
theſe Idols in thy heart, to afteEt the things of this lifes take heed of this jea- 
louſic, I the Lord thy God am ajealons Godz8c. He will vilit not onely thy fins 
upon thee, but he willlook what thy tather hath done, and thy grandfather 
hath done, and thy great grandfather hath done. If any of them have 
been drunkards, he will viſit ic on thee : if any of them have been (wear- 
ers and worldlings, and wicked, be will viſit it on thee, From his jcaloulie

Ted T<- do the atteAtions tyranmzc over a man that is carnal and carthly, they do ſo 
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beſot himyand betoole him,that he knows not how to come out of his ſins ; 
they doſo harden him and obdurate himythat no preaching nor counſel can 
convert him; they do fo occupy and rask him, and bulic himythat he can find 
no while toſave his ownſoul, or bethink himſclte of efcaping of hell and 
damnation, he is in hell betore ever he thinks on it ſeriouſly ; they plague 
him like Tamtalaus {ayes he,and leave his foul inthe lurch attcr all his vaine 
hopes,he can never be free for God, The Apoſtle ſpeaking of the luſt and af« 
teftions of the world, how they allure men into vanity 5 he (ayes they pro- 
mile men liberty , but they.are the ſervants and {laves of corrupuon,: 
2 Pet, 2,19, A man would wonder how one ſhould be in bondage with 4 por 
ora pipe, with a bowle or a game, with a carnal friend, or an uſe he 
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hath gotten 3 bur ſo it is, that nor Miniſter,nor Sermon,nor warningsfrom 
God, norany thing can tree him : Still he is emxthraled, Now conlider, arc 
our aff:ftionsfuch tyrants, when they be ſer upon the things of this life * O 
ler us ſer them upon God, If they can captivate us to God, and bring us 
into a golden bondage with grace and with goodnefſe, we arc happy. Sceſt 
thou how the wicked are tyed to their fans, andthcir luſts > {o. it thine affe- 
tions were (ct upon God, thou wouldſt be. ryed unto God, O it's an ad- 
mirable ryc, this, to be tyed uato God: This is ir that the wiſeſt man in 
the carth adviſerh us ro, My ſon, fayes he, keep thy fathers commandment;, 
binde them contmually upon thy heart, and tye them about thy neck, Proy, 6, 2x. 
Thine afteCtions are thele {tay-bands, and theſe ryers ; ifthine afteEtions be 
{ct upon the Word, they will rye 1t to thy ſoule; it they be ſer upon grace, 
and love to Gods Ordinances, his Sabbarhs and his wayes,they will tyc chem 
ro thy heart : if thou wilt nor C:t thine afteftions upon God, thou art a very 
{lave, a very ſlave unto Satan and cofin ; thou arr not onely in a woful con- 
dirion, as thou arr, bur they tye thee faſt roir ; and if God may not be ſo 
much beholden to thee tor thine affeftions to him-ward, he will iatrap thee, 
and rake thee by them, as a Beare is taken by the Collar, and hale thee to 
judgement. 'T hou haſt lictle attzCtion, or none ar all, rothe Word : may 
be thou comeſt not to be reproved, and amended by the Word, but thou 
comelſt to have ſome knowledge, and ſome pretty ſentence to talk on, or 
ſome fine ſtory er paſſageto ſpeak on : asT lives faith the Lord, 1 will an- 
{wer thee according to thy thoughts: may be thou comeſt rhat thoumayeſt 
ſcrape up ſome hopes to have mercy and heaven at the laſt; . may be thou 
comelt ro{natch up fome ſentence or other that may ſecure up thy conlci- 
ence: if there beever a paſſage of mercy, that thou wouldeſ fainc have ;
